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More  than  three  years  ago,  when  KPFA  put  its  first  tiny  signal  on  the  air,  its  aims 
were  enshrined  in  a  hundred  reams  of  mimeograph  paper.  They  had  been  outlined  in 
a  long  series  of  prospectuses,  cross-examined  by  the  FCC,  and  molded  into  a  corporate 
theory.  It  was  anyone's  guess  whether  an  operating  radio  station  would  answer  to 
the  theory. 

Over  the  years  the  need  for  theoretical  prospectuses  diminished.  The  practicality  of 
the  project's  aims,  which  the  prospectuses  used  to  argue,  quickly  passed  out  of  theory 
into  a  daily  assessment  of  deeds.  Today  if  the  general  purposes  of  KPFA  are  asked,  the 
answer  lies  in  the  loudspeaker.  A  week's  attentive  listening  will  supply  a  thousand 
prospectuses. 

But  the  question  remains  —  and  it  must  interest  many  listeners  as  it  does  people 
within  the  station  —  whether  KPFA  has  actually  fulfilled  its  theory.  The  question  is 
worth  trying  to  answer  if  only  because  it  gives  a  clear  example  of  the  classic  ends-means 
situation,  and  because  we  badly  need  any  data  we  can  scrape  together  on  that  problem. 

Three  years  ago  the  moving  ideal  was  to  create  a  communication  center  that  searched 
beyond  slogans  and  cults  toward  a  constructive  statement  of  the  integrity  of  modern 
man  and  a  review  of  his  real  achievements.  As  part  of  society,  it  wanted  to  contribute 
something  toward  society's  ability  to  resist  its  own  tensions  and  resolve  its  major  con- 
flicts, or  transcend  them  for  better  ones.  At  the  same  time,  the  project  hoped  to  establish 
a  place  where  much  of  the  best  creative  product  of  modern  society  was  continually  heard, 
not  in  discussion,  but  in  performance.  The  basic  aim  was  not  a  cultural  blueprint,  but 
growth  —  in  the  will  to  understand  and  tolerate,  in  the  sharing  of  creative  experience. 

Assuming  these  brief  generalizations  convey  some  meaning,  and  are  taken  literally, 
the  question  becomes  explicit.  Does  KPFA  in  its  actual  operation  express  these  aims? 
Do  the  means  answer  the  ends,  or  give  any  significant  promise  of  doing  so?  The  people 
who  can  answer  this  question  best  are  probably  those  who  listen  to  KPFA  regularly  in 
their  homes,  more  than  any  member  of  the  staff  has  a  chance  to  listen.  We  would  like 
to  hear  from  them.

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YOUNG  ARTISTS  RECITAL:  Richard  Montague,  acting  organist  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Oakland,  will  play  the  organ  of  that  church  for  the  Young  Artists  Recital  of 
November  10.  Mr.  Montague,  a  Ph.D.  candidate  at  the  University  of  California,  has  on  two 
occasions  been  winner  of  the  young  organists'  competition  of  the  Northern  California  Chapter 
of  the  American  Guild  of  Organists.  He  has  given  numerous  recitals  in  the  East  Bay  and  in 
San  Francisco  and  Stanford. 

NETHERLANDS  COMPOSERS:  Although  many  composers  have  shaped  their  musical  ma- 
terials about  Greek  literature,  few  have  done  so  with  the  appositeness  of  Alphons  Diepenbrock 
(1862-1921),  who  earned  a  Doctorate  of  Classical  Literature,  summa  cum  laude,  at  the  University 
of  Amsterdam.  His  literary  training  has  had  a  pervasive  influence  on  his  music,  almost  all  of 
which  has  dramatic  connotations.  The  concert  of  November  6  includes  Diepenbrock's  introduc- 
tion to  "Electra",  written  in  1920,  a  year  before  his  death. 

INSIDE  AND  OUT:  In  this  politically  neurotic  era,  we  feel  time  is  well  spent  in  exploring  the 
psychiatric  facets  of  social  behavior.  In  this  folio  period,  for  instance,  three  doctors,  competent 
in  psychiatry,  discuss  the  loyalty  question  (Tuesday,  Nov.  11,  at  8  p.m.).  This  discussion,  along 
with  one  on  psychosomatic  medicine  (Tuesday,  Nov.  4,  at  8  p.m.),  is  based  on  a  series  of  sym- 
posia being  conducted  by  the  Jewish  Community  Center  of  San  Francisco.  The  title  of  the 
series,  "The  Psychiatrist  and  His  Community",  implies,  at  least,  a  person  with  special  training 
standing  outside  and  examining  "the  patient"  or  "the  situation"  or  whatever.  Without  getting 
sidetracked  on  the  metaphysics  of  whether  a  human  being  can  ever  get  out  of  himself,  a  brave 
attempt  at  objectivity  is  certainly  worth  the  effort.  But  a  lot  can  be  communicated  by  a  person 
who  is  not  outside,  but  right  inside  a  situation.  Hence  we  draw  attention  to  a  description  of 
interracial  marriage  by  an  interracial  couple  (Thursday,  Nov.  6  at  8  p.m.)  and  some  comments 
on  obstetrical  medicine  by  three  mothers   (Thursday,  Nov.  13  at  10:30  p.m.).
